The first Chinese .student in the his- 
tory ot tho Royal Victoria College baa 
enrolled this fall. .Vflsn Florence Lfang 
of TIentaIn, China, d.aughter of a not* 
pd Chinese professor and teacher ot 
history, Liang Chl-Chao, of TsInB- 
ffua College, Peking, wQi pursue a B. 
B. degree at McGill. Miss Llanc haa 
taken up her residence at the R. V. C. 

Chinese men students are'inoiloii'gnr 
a novelty at McGill, men~of .thatTnïï 
tlonality having graduates from prac- 
tically every faculty. But a Chines* 
co-ed ia something new. Mlas Liang 
comes of Intereatln-g stock. Her father 
Liang-Chi-Chao lectures in Chinese 
history at Tsing-hua College, which 
was founded by United States citizens 
with funds from the Boxer Indemnity 
and is a preparatory school for Chin- 
ese boys who intend to pursue - th'eiv 
studies later .in Western countries. Ha 
haa written several books, soma of 
whlc'n Miss Liang intends to offer to 
th«3 Chinese library at McGill. A "re- 
former" he Incurred several years ago 
the displeasure of the Bowager Em- 
press of China for advocating West- 
ern ideas, and he bad to fly to Japwi. 
Here Mies Liang was bom and aa a 
little child she spoke both Chinese and 
.fapanese. Her fathen retuimed to China 
when she was five years oM. 

Aa a small girt Miss Liang first 
went to a Chinese government prim- 
ary school. At the age of ten she wu,% 
sent to the American missionary 
school at Tientsin, where she. remain- 
ed over five years. Her slater belrig 
married to the Chinese consul at Ot- 
ta-nra, and her faljier démU ^g ^é^^ài, 
come' west-ward to conttnuo'her'studT, 
les. Miss Liang came to Ottawa about; 
a . year ago and entered the Ottawa 
Cbn^giate Institute, - from which she 
matriculated this summer. Miss Liang 
expects to take honors In mathemat- 
ics at McGm, and after receiving her 
B,A, hers Intends to go to England ton 
post graduate work. Miss Liang in- 
tends eventually to return to China,, 
where she plans to work in her fath- 
ers fine private library and continue 
her studies. 

An interesting .-lecount of the edu- 
cating and upbringing of'a Chinese 
girl was glvea by Mlas Laing. Chinese 
children. Miss Liang said, started to 
school at the> age of six. While edtica- 
tlon Is not compulsory cblldren In the 
larger cities are sent regularly and 
being over a hundred In Pekin alone. 
In the primary schools the children 
learn Chinese, arithmetic, -writing,; 
reading, and other subjects including, 
civics, and when they rise to tihe fifth; 
or sixth grade they study geography, 
Chinese history and general science.. 
Those who go on to High Schoo.l leàrh 
English, Chinese, history, algebrtf 'and 
geomotry, and la fact, almost all tha> 
other studies taught In our awn -west- 
ern schools. Hundreds of Chinese stti- 
dents come to the .-Vmeriean continent; 
;Lnd to Europe each year to contlnuq! 
their studies. Miss Liang said, 80, nion^ 
students leaving tor tho United States 
In one year from the college in which,' 
her father taught. 

Western ways are increasing hi fa-^ 
voun among Chinese girls, .iccordlng^ 
to .'Utss Liang. "When 1 left China à 
little over x year ago few girls bobbr. 
ed their hair, now I reçoive lette 
from my friends saying it Is very sty-' 
lish in China to have bc»tibod hair." 
Chinese girls in increasing numbers; 
arc going out to work as western girls, 
do. A biink in Sh'anghaJ is st.iffod hyi 
Chinese women; miuiy teach in the! 
primary and High Schools, and worl 
men are even beginning to work In, 
ilop.iiiineiu stores which, hithoi;toj 
have been slaftud by men. Not many 
Chinese girls as yet go to work in of- 
fices.

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WHY GO TO COLLEGE? 

Many young men and women in answer to thtî question 
"why go to college," will answer, "Because it pays in dollars and 
cents." And this answer will perhaps be the true answer in 
the majority of cases, it does pay in dollars and cents to go to 
the right kind of school— to almost any school, in f.ict. It is 

.true that Mr. Edison, and Mr. Ford got along without much 

formal training so, too, did Abraham Lincoln and Walt Whit- 
man. Very superior persons like these and all fools are outside 

•the law of averages. Perhaps their superiority may lie in a 

■specially active ambition and will to rise, spurring an other- 
wise ordinary person to train himself. Or perhaps, in many 
cases, it was the result of the times. A college professor re- 
cently made the statement that if George Washington wore li\-- 
ing today, with no more education than he had one liundred and 
fifty years ago, he would never be more than a small farmer. 
Somewhere, somehow, every person who intends to amount to 
anjiihing in this world must prepare, and schools and colleges 
are the best means we have been able yet to devise to prejiarc 
the young man or woman for his or her life work. Few impor- 
tant business positions go nowadays to men with less than High 
School education, and the overcrowding of our colleges nad uni- 
versities shows pretty clearly that college education pays. 

;No longer have the so-called "learned professions"' a mono- 
poly, of the demand for education. In this day and age when 

i spee'd and efficiency are the keywords of life, the successful man 
is the one with the wide scope of knowledge and training. Even 
the small farmer is rapidly disappearing. He has been com- 
pelled to turn to labor-sa\-ing machinery or give up his occupa- 
tion, yet only a born mechanic can operate and repair all sorts 
of machines without training in mechanics and the complexity of 

t'niodern farm life ^ makes necessary a knowledge of business 
methods and scientific farming. 

Yet the best rewards of going to college are not in dollars 
and cents. . There is a stagnating littleness in the common rou- 
tine o^^^^îanical tasks unless the mind has caught the secret 
of escapeiinto broader fields. Somebody has said that as we can- 
not escape the companionship of our own thoughts we should 
strive to make our thoughts as interesting as possible. Hun 
dreds of men and women that we all know are dying mentally of 
this stagnation; the vulgarian's 'death in life. College training 
gives us a world wide range to our interests, a catholicity of 
tastes and interests not obtained in any other way. We come to 
appreciate life for the rich thing it may be, to find the larger 

..meanings of conduct in the light of principles, and to look with 
greater degree of tolerance on the follies and foibles of our 
fellow men. Only the rankest materialist would attempt to ex- 
press the value of an art object in dollars and cents. Culture 
caniibt be~baaght and sold but must be lived through. 

3^ollege days" do more than any other for mental freedom 
and a preparation for thoughtful citizenship. When we come 
alonjî towards the end of our journey we know that no part of 
the way has been better worth travelling than the way towards 
a bachelor's degree. The best part of life is that which the good 
book says shall not be by bread alone.

British Universities Are 

Free From The Cui^seg)f 

Athletics, Irviriie States

Sir 
Jamos is on the board of administra- 
tors of the HarknssB Fund, which w.is 
established two years ago to promote 
Anglo- American friendship by sending 
British graduate students to tills coun- 
try. 
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The commonwcnllh fund aa tho 
llarUnoss Bifl Ih cnllod, has Klvcn uw 
the chanco to study your American 
unlvcrattloa and to compare lliein in 
method and policy with oui llflilsli 
iniiversitli-s. Of cour.sc, my primary 
aim while in tills country has boon 
not to gencrnlize about Iho diffcrenoo 
to be found, but to find what unlver- 
."'lllca ca.n fflvo most to the 10 nludcntH 
thai, conio licro annually through tho 
Harltncp.'i nift. 

We are vcr.v anxloua that tlic se- 
lected men ihnt receive the scholar- 
slilps contrlbulo as nuioh as poiiHiblo 
lo tlie undcrstandiuK of your country 
by our country. Wo, therefore, try to 
.■jond the students to as many dlftor- 
ont ."school."! as possible, and we require 
that they sliaU spend their S»mm«!r 
vacations at ow\ expenso 
throuebout the country. 

Har)<ness Standards Are High 

Tlie standard for the llarkne.!R 
scholars is con.sldcrably higilicr than 
tli.Tl for RhodCK scholars. .-V Ilhodv.s 
scholar may be an undergraduatc, and 
hp is diosoii oliicfly for his (lUalitioH 
of Icadcrslilp, botti in tho clnsaroom 
and on tlic athletic field. On llio other 
Iinnd, a Ilnrlxucss scholar must ho ti 
graduate of some Urilish unlvorsltv, 
ami ihough athletic ability and lead- 
crFhip in cxlra-currlculum nctivlilc» 
arc by no nicims rtisqunllficaUous, tlio 
first con.vidratlon is intellectual abil- 
ity and oiig-inality. 

The Hnrl{ncss scliolar comes to Am- 
erica with a «erlous intellectual pur- 
pn.«o .Turi it is tlie business of our 
conimiltec to find the right onviron- 
nicm for liini. Most of ttic men that 
come 01 this country arc not familiar 
with the various typos of higher edu- 
cation that are to be found in Ameri- 
ca, and we have to keep each- man 
informed .is to tlie place most .'iuiterl 
to his needs, and yet we never can 
allow more than threèlbf the scholars 
to be at one university at the same 
time. 

Small Universities Are Popular 

There lias been from the beginning 
a strong claim for Harvard, Yale, 
Princeton, Cornell and California, 
and so to these universities we have 
sent many of our men. Gradually, 
however, we are showing to our men 
the advantages of the smaller col- 
leges in the East and the State unl- 
ver.sities in the West. 

The great objection to choosing a' 
AVestern university for one of the 
British scholars. Is his natural aver- 
sion to a large institution, in which 
his connection with his IcacherK and 
fellow studcntH . can not be fntimute. 
Jn fact, I view with a certain amount 
ot aliirm tho :-■ Increasing size of 
American unlvbrBities. Most of the 
higher seats of learning in the west 
are considerably overcrowded, and 
only recent have the Eastern Col- 
leges limited their numbers «trictiy. 
British Colleges Breed Intjmacy 
in the Jirltlsli l.sles, even wlien oui' 
enrullmeni beconieH large, we liuve 
the compcnsaUon feature of the col- 
lege system. A man who goes to a 
British university is a member of the 
univer.slly only fen- the purpose of 
exainliiylioj) and partial régulation; 
bis re;jl connection Ih with one of tlie 
many colleges tljat form the unlver- 
.sity. The British student Is more than 
u name on a i-egister, for he Is known 
as intimately by the members of his 
ijvvji family. 

Altliougli in Great lirituin, very 
few of members ot the college as he 
is known the men room together, and 
much more study Is done In oom- 
piii'iitlve KOiltU'lo lliMi] 111 Aiiiericu, I 
would iJiihcHltulingly siiy limt ilio 
Britisher far exceeds tlic T^nioilinn 
ill his familiarity with ills profesnnru, 
lulors, dons, and otiicr students. 
, I'VateniltlCB Powerful in U, S. 

I Niidcr8lii.iid Ibal there has been 
auiiie (iiscufitiion of tlie iioKnlliliily of 
iiilroduclng tliu college system in 
tilth country. Without attempting lo 
givo a busty Judgment, I should be 
inclined lo say that lliu sysleni of 
fraterniticb- in Ihis country would 
inukc tho college wyHteni impracllc- 
iible.' Tho fraternllleH arc in America, 
a strong, social and political force 
aiiil llicy arc ho deeply embedded in 
the structure of iiiglicr editciilloii lli.il 
un ii.tleinpt lo infringe upon llioir 
IirivilogcH by foriiiiiig colleges would 
meet with considerable o|)posltloii.

Jf 1 may give a. word ot warning to 
Iho men who aro ti-ylng to Intruduco 
the tutorial 8.vslotn, It would be to ad- 
vise tbnm iigninst any form of thi.i 
ayalrm thai does not liel|) the ex- 
ceptional student. 

.V Problem that American univer- 
sities face is tho trcmendon.s number 
Of applicants that must he .olficd oui 
•cacb year. In Great Hiituiu, In the 
past, education beyond the socondnry 
sclioola has never been .popular, in tho 
sense that it was considered one of 
the rights of all classes. Tho wealthy 
and the men with a strong Intellectu- 
al bent In general li.avo been the only 
ones anxloti.s to attend our universi- 
ties and, as a result wo liavo had no 
difficulty keeping men out. 

Our tests of admission have, until 
recently, consisted of a fortnight of 
gruolling cxaminaîtions; however. In 
Scotland we lue going to try a now 
plan much like your certiflcalc sys- 
tem, by which a man will be admit- 
ted on the basis of his record In sec- 
ondary school. This may flood the 
universities for a time, but it m.ay 
also give a fresh opportunity to men 
who may be good scholars, although 
not necessarily good writers of ex- 
aminations. 

Discounts Intelligence Tests 

The American methods of admis- 
sion are, of course, of differnt types. 
The college entrance examination 
board gives much the same sort ot 
test as do the Scottish universities. 
The certificate system, as I hoive 
said is already being used. For tho 
psychological and Intelligence tessts 
we have no parallel .In Great 
Britain the intelligence tests were 
scrapped along with the other pro- 
ducts of the war, and tvo havo no 
great faith In their reliability. 

Our post graduate work in Great 
Britain, too, demands much higher 
qualifications than does tho same 
quality ot work here. Wo do not ad- 
mit men merely on the basis ot some 
degree received in an ordinary aca- 
demic coarse but wc damand students 
who by theses or other .Himllar evid- 
ence havo shown that tiioy possess 
originality as wcl las mere parrotlike 
memory. 

Public Interest Keen Here 

Tho wliole aspect of our InHlilutloiis 
is much iiioie iieiidcmiu than is tho a.s- 
pect ot Amerliniii uiilveraillea. We 
have strict rules which restrain the 
conduct of students, and so our stu- 
dents aro raroly the subjects ot the 
samo sort of carlcalnru that Is found 
III humorous publlcatoliis liere. 

And, furthermore, although we liave 
a noiisiderublo nïimb^^f men inler- 
osled ill alliletlcs, oiii- aporia are much 
loss tho center nC public Intorcsl tbi>ii 
aro yours. In Amorloii, ,J fear lha the 
liicreaHliigly profossional nltilndto of 
sporls will work hariii lo bolli the iiieii 
an dllie universities, and 1 can iiiider- 
sland Iho alarm felt by your unllego 
presidents. 

The athlotio danger Is perhaps a re- 
Hiill of Iho euoiuious influenco tliiit 
alumni have in llil.i country. We do 
not havo In fJrcal Drilniu ihu saino 
catering In the gradiiatoH ot our 
schools, partly bocuuso llio schools aro 
entirely or almost enlircly Indopendeul 
of Iho finoncial support of Iho alumni. 
Wo do not liiivo eiidownieni drives and 
our unlveriilty preaideiila are not ciiui- 
pnlgli iiiiiiiiigerH. 

British Do Not Cater to Alumni 

In the case of the four ohidf Scol- 
itsh iiiilvorslllcu, Oxford, Cambrldgu, 
and a few oilier old seals of learning, 
llie fiiiids ilerlveil from biMUifiicI ions 
i;ennirles old paid all I be cipeiise.i of 
Iho unlvorslty until Ihu ilnio of ilic 
war. With Iho IncrouHod coat of liv 
ing, however, llioso osUibllshcd bono- 
faciloiis moot but 70 per cent, "ot Iho 
cxpcniies. and Iho other 30 pur conl 
is gained llirougli feci iiiiil tlirouKli 
a grant froni Ihe (lovoruniuiit. The 
newer universities, like Munchçslur 



Ijlverpool, and Lends, nro supported by 
voluntary eoiitrlbiillnns and by local 
lovles. 

Although this may seem 10 bo In 
some ways like tho Btale universities 
In the West, there Is an CRsenllal dif- 
férence. In America the Stale not only 
contrlbutn.q lo the .nipport of the 
schnni, appoints its officials, and, ns 
111 the case of evolution, restrlcta its 
curriculum. On the other hand, the 
nrltlflh university that Is supported 
by local runds still retains Its Indepen- 
donrn, for Ihn towns have noted In a 
most KPncroUR fnsliioii. allowlng tho 
univorBltioR to spend the money nn 
tlicy think bcBt. 

English Qrnduatea Equally Loyal 

You miiBt not think, however, that 
tlio nitimiil linvp no further inlprcsl In 
tlip iiiilvprBlty once they have receiv- 
ed their dpgrecB. Tliey nro In flplrlt 
IntonBcly loynl and nt least as much 
Tuiicerncd ns the alumni of American 
HchoolB in the esiicntlnl weltaro of 
their rollpgpR. Tlipy are not of tho 
samo inipnrtnncp In llie gnvprnmnnt of 
their BchoolB.aB are Anioricnn alumni, 
however. On the court, which cor- 
rpBpondH lo an American board ot 
IriiNtceR, they have not more than n 
representation, of ono out ot every 
three mombci'R. The chief control rc- 
nldpB with the faculty, ii priictire 
which i.<i, of course rovcrscd In 
America. 

There Ir one other comparison that 
occurs to mo betwren American and 
Uritlsh iinlvcrsllloH. n 'tinipiirlson 
wlilch may be ot less gonerai Inlerest, 
but ono which Inlcrests me particu- 
larly. It Is a comparison of tli'- 
American and nrltisli methods of 
teaching science. I am myself a pro- 
fessor ot chemlfllry, and I am now In 
this country addressinp Hip Iu.«!tltiit of
